The  best  selection  of  the  over  1,000  varieties  which  we  are 
growing,  are  used,  in  sizes  of  plants  not  bigger  than  a  quarter  of  an 
inch  to  large  specimens  nearly  a  foot  across  and  a  foot  or  two  high. 
These  are  planted  with  volcanic  rock  to  which  these  plants  like  to 
attach  their  roots  and  which  gives  the  garden  also  a  natural  rocky 
effect,  as  it  is  aimed  to  have  each  of  these  gardens  represent  a  minia¬ 
ture  section  as  the  plants  grow  naturally. 

These  Gardens  should  not  be  confounded  with  lots  of  poor 
imitations,  where  just  so  many  plants  are  jammed  together,  having  a 
sameness  of  effect,  and  without  being  previously  established,  naturally 
do  not  last.

They  should  not  be  over-watered — 
by  giving  them  a  thorough  watering  or  submersion  of  the  part  con¬ 
taining  the  soil  and  rock  once  a  week,  they  receive  all  the  care  they 
need. 

They  are  the  hardiest  and  most  useful  plants  for  house  decora¬ 
tion  so  that  even  in  the  city  in  dry  steam-heated  apartments  they  can 
be  used  as  window  boxes,  as  plants  for  the  centre  of  the  dining  room 
table  and  for  ornamentation  throughout  the  house.

We  have  been  experimenting  with  these  for  a  number  of  years  and  have  found  them 
even  hardier  than  the  Cacti  and  Succulents,  if  that  is  possible.  They  can  be  divided 
into  two  classes,  that  is,  the  large  upright  growing  ones,  such  as  Billbergia.  Vriesia, 
Tillandsia  and  similar  classes,  which  are  tall  growing  and  form  the  actual  and  living 
vase  plant.  They  are  very  useful  if  arranged  with  some  fancy  foliage  plant  in 
combination  and  make  a  wonderful  desk  plant  as  well  as  a  plant  for  filling 
strawberry  jars. 

The  dwarf  growing  varieties  are  especially  species  of  the  Cryptanthus.  They 
make  dwarf  compact  plants  that  can  be  used  with  the  tall  growing  kinds,  or  almost 
for  any  purpose,  including  any  arrangement  with  Cacti  and  Succulents  and  any  of 
them  could  be  highly  recommended  as  they  form  a  distinct  class  of  plants  from 
anything  else  and  they  are  greatly  admired  by  everyone.
